lailroad commissioners. Now let os do 
away with the commission for ever. I 
should be delighted if I could agree with 
the traffic association and my friend Mr. 
Godchaux, but I cannot follow men who 
are vacillating in their opinion. They 
have come ia with a schedule which I 
could not read or comprehend in a 
shorter time than thtee months, and 
have asked me to support it off band, 
therefore I move for the adoption of the 
substitute." 


Bledsoe said that he was in favor of 


putting Godchaux's amendment to vote, 
then, if lost, to take up the measures in- 
troduced by tbe member from Shaata. 


Finlayson reviewed the merits of both 


amendments and expressed himself in 
.favor of one introduced by Sbanahan. 


Miller said ho disapproved of both 


amendments. Ho believed that becauea 
three incompetent men had held the 
office of railroad commissioner it was no 
reason why a good office should he abol- 
ished any more titan if the country were

We therefore recommend that tbe as- 
sembly concurrent resolution No. 7 be 
not concurred in." 


The senate constitutional amendment, 


which, if approved by the people, pro- 
vides that the legislature may pass a 
general and uniform law under which 
new counties may formed and taking 
that power oat of the bands of the peo- 
ple was passed by a unanimous vote. 


The bill regarding tbe opening, wide- 


ning and Btaightening of streets and to 
allow municipalities to condemn nnd ac- 
quire any and all land necessary for that 
purpose, paesed.

He 


had in accordance with the instructions 
of the commission placed in the hands 
of one of. the supervisors a petition for 
another appropriation, and be had been 
informed that Supervisors Letcher, Sayre 
and Butler had refused to sign it and 
that the only signataroa it had received 
were those of Supervisors Wickereham 
and Myers. He had been instructed by 
Supervisor Butler to ask whether they 
could not get along with an additional 
appropriation of $3000, and he added 
that it they could, tbe supervisors might 
be induced to sign the petition for $3000. 
This petition, when it shall have received 
tbe Bignatorea of tbe supervisors, will be 
presented to the legislature, tbe inten- 
tion being to have a bill introduced to 
enable the supervisors to make the ap- 
propriation. 


D. T. Fowler reported that several citi- 


zens had agreed- to use thejr influence 
with tbo board of supervisors to consent 
to the appropriation and hasten tbe pre- 
sentation of the bill in the legislature.

even if not better than the one ol 1890. 
There were about 14,000 acres of grain 
pat in this season, and farmers are feel- 
ing happy. 


Out in tho sink i of the Poso, which is 


two and one-half miles northwest of 
Huron, 5000 acres were pat in grain, and 
it is looking fine. A massive dam was 
constructed there last full, and the grain 
land has beon flooded four times, which 
almost insures a large crop. 


Outside dry lands moat have rain

Con- 
siderable grain bap rotted and the birds 
have destroyed some, but still tbe out- 
look IB encouraging.

Count Yon Brneckenhuysen, of the 


Holland colony, made an unsuccessful 
attempt at suicide last Sunday aftemcon 
in his vineyard. 


He stabbed himself in the left side 


with a five-inch dirk, tbe point of which 
wa> deflected by a rib. This eaved the 
life of the unfortunate Count, although 
he will be confined to bis bed for some 
time with a painful and serious wound. 


He was removed by some friends to 


the county hospital and left on the 
threshold, where he was 
discovered 


some little time afterwards hy the stew- 
ard. 


The Count, whose title Is said to be 


genuine, came hare several years ago 
with other colonists from Holland and 
purchased some land in the Holland 
calony tract about four miles north of 
this city, which.thoy planted for the 
moat part in raisin vines, and which for 
the most part has been & highly unpro- 
fitable venture owing to the poor quality 
of the land.

His funds gave out n short time ego 


ind he wrote to his father in Holland for 
money, but it was refused. This threw 
the Count.Into .a state of despondency, 
which waa aggravated by 
drinking 
Fresno wine of immature age. 


Last ennday afternoon he went into 


Jus barn, took off his flhirt and nnder- 
Bhirt and tued. to stab himself in the 
heart with a aharp pointed five-inch dag- 
ger. He bad the wenpon in his right 
band with the point down, after the 
manner of melo-dramatic actors, and 
when he struck at the region of his heart 
Jhe blade went downward, grazing two 
nba and entering between the ribs lor a 
short distance. 


He was diecovered some little time 


afterwards by some friends, who con- 
veyed him to the coonty hospital in a 
wagon. County Physician Maupin waa 
iiheent, and without waiting to summon 
tho etoward hie friends laid tho patient 
on tho threihold of the hospital and 
went away. 


While tho dagger mado a very painful 


an} a seiions woond, it will not neces' 
earily end fatally. At last accounts the 
Count was resting as comfortably as 
could he expected of one in his con- 
dition. 


He expressed much regret for hts raeh 


act, and told the county physician that 
ho repented of what he had done and de- 
sired to live.

PlowH nbd Bwecpcra have both beei 


used to displace tho snow from electric 
railroad tracks. It has been thought by 
BOIUO companies that tho sweeper doci 
its work too thoroughly, as it cleans off 
nil tho snow, leaving only tbo baro 
ground for *tko uso of other vehicles 01 
runners. This causes delays to the clec 
trio cars ana interferes wjtk their prompt 
operation. Crosby and ijijll state fn tlieir 
book on tho electric railway tkat "it ia 
best to leave an inch or two of snow ou 
tho track when cleared by plows. Un- 
less tho enow is very much coinpaotedj 
or has become a sort of frozen slush, i£ is 
then possible to obtain fnir contact bo- 
tween wheel ami mil, thus keeping up 
tho car service." 


The. proper function of tbo enow plow 


is its constant uso in keeping tbo snow 
on tlio tracks from packing and freezing. 
Its principal uso is in tlio city streets. 
Where the road runs out into the coun- 
try, or where tho snows nro light, tbo 
sweeper service will probably provo 
equally desirable. On many roads a 
combined^plow and sweeper service will 
bo found best of all.—Electrical Review.
